To  The  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 

Windsor  Rural  District  Council. 


It  is  with  a  certain  feeling  of  sadness  that  I  write  this  report 
now  that  the  details  of  local  government  re-organisation  seem  clearer 
and  the  certain  knowledge  that  after  197^  I  shall  no  longer  be  known 
as  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  this  pleasant  and  well  known  Rural 
District.  However,  I  have  not  hesitated  in  the  past  to  express  the 
view  that,  as  far  as  health  matters  are  concerned,  they  are  more 
effectively  administered  over  a  larger  area  and  indeed  this  for  many 
years  now  has  been  the  situation  as  far  as  personal  health  services 
have  been  concerned*  Some  planning  for  environmental  health  is  now 
to  be  considered  on  a  county  basis  and  I  have  particularly  in  mind 
refuse  disposal  although  later  sewage  and  water  supplies  may  have  to 
be  dealt  with  at  this  level.

However,  the  bulk  of  environmental  health  services  are  still  to  be 
dealt  with  at  a  fairly  local  or  "district"  level  which,  although  much 
larger  than  the  Windsor  Rural  District,  still  retains  for  most  of  us  an 
area  which  can  be  thought  of  as  local.  Work  in  such  districts  will 
still  need  the  expertise  of  Public  Health  Inspectors  and  the  little 
they  will  lose  to  county  administration  should  in  my  view  be  carried 
out  by  a  larger  unit.  I  have  in  mind  particularly  the  sampling  of 
food  and  drugs  which  is  still  carried  out  by  some  authorities  of  quite 
small  populations  and  results  in  repeated  and  unnecessary  reduplication 
of  products  which  are  now  more  and  more  often  produced  on  a  national 
scale. 


The  "districts"  will,  however,  no  longer  have  a  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  and  it  is  not  yet  clear  from  where  medical  or  health  advice  will 
come.  It  is  possible  that  in  each  district  there  will  be  three  or 
four  doctors  each  specialising  in  a  certain  branch  of  environmental  or 
community  medicine.  They  will  primarily  be  employees  of  the  new  Area 
Health  Boards  which  will  also  administer  the  present  hospital  system 
and  the  Boards  are  expected  to  be  roughly  similar,  as  regards  area,  to 
the  new  county  authorities. 

It  may  be  that  certain  doctors  or  "Community  Physicians"  will  be 
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seconded  for  part  of  their  time  to  District  Authorities  but  I  feel  it 
is  important  that  such  responsibility  as  they  have  should  be  a 
statutory  one  as  at  present  and  that  they  should  be  free  to  express  their 
views  relating  to  environmental  health  without  waiting  to  be  asked  to  do 
so*  The  situation  as  regards  this  is  not  clear  and  the  small  local 
authorities  should  press  for  this  independence  less  district  environmental 
advice  comes  from  doctors  at  county  rather  than  district  level. 

Public  Health  Inspectors  may  now  feel  a  new  independence  in  spite  of 
some  of  their  previous  fears  of  being  taken  over  by  other  local  authority 
departments,.  Their  expertise  I  feel  will  in  future  be  more  directed  to 
food  hygiene  and  environmental  matters  rather  than  housing  structure. 

Of  course  in  many  areas  such  as  Windsor  Rural.  District  the  responsibility 
of  Surveyor  and  Public  Health  Inspector  is  combined  and  I  would  wish  to 
pay  tribute  particularly  to  Mr«  Barker  for  his  help  and  advice  when  I 
have  become  involved  in  the  technical  detail  of  matters  affecting  the 
health  of  the  community.  I  feel  sure  he  would  agree  that  under  the 
present  arrangement  of  combined  responsibility  and  limited  staff  he  is 
working  under  greater  pressure  than  if  staff  became  rather  more  specialised 
and  functional  over  a  much  larger  area. 

I  would  also  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  express  my  appreciation 
of  the  happy  relationship  which  has  always  existed  between  all  the  staff 
of  the  Rural  District  and  myself. 

My  respect  goes  to  the  elected  members  of  the  Council  which  for  an 
Authority  of  its  size  has  set  a  high  standard  of  administration  in  an  area 
of  widely  differing  demands.  Some  individual  members  come  and  go  but 
most  of  us  have  known  each  other  over  many  years  in  which  mutual  respect 
has  covered,  perhaps  on  occasion,  differing  views  but  mostly  agreement  and 
support  enlivened  by  some  light-heartedness  and  agreeable  sociable  contact.

THE  MEAT  (STERILIZATION)  REGULATIONS  1969 


During  the  year  1970  approximately  598  tons  of  imported  unfit  meat 
were  released  from  the  docks  for  sterilization  and,  or,  part  processing  at  a 
local  animal  feeding  stuffs  factory.  The  meat  (primarily  horse  meat  and 
various  offals)  was  in  the  main  released  by  the  Corporation  of  London  Port 
Health  Authority,  although  an  increasing  amount  was  received  from  the  East 
Coast  Port  Health  Authorities.  From  the  point  of  view  of  Public  Health, 
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this  vast  trade  is  a  matter  of  considerable  importance.  Even  with  the 
existing  system  of  guarantees,  notifications,  etc,,  the  work  of  control 
is  a  matter  of  continuing  concern,. 


WATER  SUPPLY 

During  1970  two  samples  of  water  were  taken  by  the  Local 
Authority  from  the  public  supply  and  submitted  for  chemical  and 
bacteriological  examination,  with  satisfactory  results .  The  South  West 
Suburban  Water  Company  are  the  suppliers  for  practically  the  whole  of  the 
Council’s  area  and  have  furnished  the  following  details  covering  the 
year'  under  reviews-  ”3898  samples  were  examined  bacteriologicallv  by 
this  Laboratory  during  the  year,  including  1976  samples  representative 
ol  South  West  Suburban  supply.  99.4%  of  all  samples  representative  of 
the  water  supplied  by  the  Company  were  free  from  coliform  bacteria 

compared  with  98.66%  in  1969  and  99,0%  in  1968  and  98.9%  in  1967.  100% 

free  from  Eo  Colio 


.  samples  were  analysed  chemically  and  determination  of 

radioactivity  in  both  raw  and  treated  water  made. 

The  average  fluoride  content  of  the  water  in  the  supply  was 
0.25  parts  per  million  in  1970,  and  ranging  from  nil  to  a  maximum  of 
Oo03  parts  per  million. 


The  number  of  dwellings  in  the  area  is  estimated  to  be:-

2815  in  the  Parish  of  Sunninghill 
1661  in  the  Parish  of  Old  Windsor 


23  dwellings  on  Friary  Island,  Old  Windsor,  are  served  by  the 
Rickmansworth  &  Uxbridge  Valley  Water  Co.,  and  the  remainder  of  the 
distncc  is  supplied  from  the  public  water  mains  direct  to  houses  bv 
the  South  West  Suburban  Water  Co.,  Staines.  No  dwellings  in  this  area 
are  supplied  by  means  of  stand  pipes. 


SWIMMING  POOLS 

There  are  14  commercial  and  educational  establishments  with 
swimming  pools  in  use  in  the  district.  A  water  sample  was  taken  from 
each  of  these  swimming  pools  and  all  were  found  to  be  satisfactory 
except  in  one  case  a  repeat  sample  was  necessary0  Advice  was  given 
m  a  number  of  cases  on  the  attention  and  maintenance  of  the 
filtration  and  cholorination  units 0 
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HOUSING 


In  the  year  1970  no  new  dwellings  were  provided  by  the  Council 
but  one  pre-war  house  was  purchased  and  improved  by  means  of  a  grant® 
In  March,  the  Hanover  Housing  Association's  scheme  for  40  flats  for 
Old  People  at  Pollard  Close,  Old  Windsor  was  completed 0  The  scheme 
was  financially  backed  by  the  Councilo  Negotiations  have  been  opened 
to  acquire  land  at  Sunningdale  to  provide  a  block  of  sheltered 
accommodation  for  Old  People. 

During  the  year  62  houses  were  completed  by  Private  Enterprise. 

Under  the  Housing  Act  1969  at  the  end  of  the  year  the  Council 
had  approved  Improvement  Grants  amounting  to  £9,958  for  25  dwellings 
and  Standard  Grants  amounting  to  £1,105  for  8  dwellings. 

COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES 

As  previously  reported,  there  are  none  in  this  area. 

PEST  CONTROL 


During  the  year  under  review,  as  a  result  of  complaints,  221 
properties  were  visited  of  which  169  were  found  to  be  infested  with  rats 
and  30  with  mice.  In  addition,  725  properties  were  surveyed  for  the 
presence  of  rats  and  42  infestations  were  discovered.  In  all  cases  of 
infestation,  treatment  was  carried  out  including  follow  up  visits.  In 
conjunction  with  Ministry  officers,  10%  of  the  sewer  manholes  in  Ascot 
were  test  baited  for  the  presence  of  rats  but  no  'takes'  were  reported.

The  number  of  wasps  nests  reported  was  exceptionally  high. 

Swampy  areas  and  ponds  in  the  district  were  treated  with  soluble 
capsules  and  sprays  for  the  elimination  of  mosquitoes. 

PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES 


The  Public  Conveniences  (one  in  Ascot,  one  in  Sunninghill  and 
one  in  Old  Windsor)  continue  to  be  subject  to  vandalism  although  not  on 
an  extensive  scale 0  Without  full  time  duty  supervision,  which  is  not 
justified,  it  is  impossible  to  keep  the  facilities  always  maintained  at 
the  desirable  standard®  In  each  of  the  conveniences,  running  water, 
soap  and  electrically  operated  warm  air  hand  dryers  are  provided. 
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SEWERAGE  &  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


The  modernised  sewage  disposal  works  for  Sunninghill  and 
Sunningdale  Parishes  and  three  automatic  pumping  stations  for 
approximately  4J  miles  of  pumping  main  were  brought  into  operation 

in  1968o 


After  full  scale  tests  to  de-water  the  digested  sludge  by 
means  of  a  Coil  Filter  which  proved  unsatisfactory,  it  was  decided  to 
rel^'  on  disposing  of  the  bulk  ol  digested  liquid  sludge  by  tankering  to 
local  horticultural  holdings • 

A  tender  in  the  sum  of  £21,938  was  accepted  for  works 
involving  the  installation  of  mechanical  plant  to  remove  rags  and  grit 
at  the  inlet  to  the  Outfall  Works  and  the  covering  of  wet  wells  at 
Buckhurst  Park  Pumping  Stations 

At  another  pumping  stati on  there  has  been  recurring 
difficulties  involving  smell  which  despire  alterations  and  efforts  by 
intensive  sampling  to  isolate  the  cause,  have  not  been  resolved.  At 
the  third  station  the  problem  of  pumps  not  giving  their  full  designed 
output  has  not  been  overcome® 

Arising  from  the  proposals  for  Charters  to  change  its 
status  from  a  Secondary  Modern  to  a  Comprehensive  School,  it  will  be 
essent ial  for  a  new  pumping  station  to  be  provided  at  Sunningdale  to 
reduce  the  load  which  is  already  excessive  on  this  section  of  sewerage. 

The  whole  area  may  be  said  to  be  fully  sewered  and  apart 
from  some  properties  where  connection  is  not  practicable,  all 
properties  are  connected*  For  those  dwellings  drained  to  cesspools 
the  Counci.1  provide,  by  the  employment  of  Contractors,  a  partially 
free  emptying  service  by  which  12  x  1,000  gallon  loads  are  removed 
from  a  single  property  in  any  one  year  without  charge »  Owner/ 

occupiers  are  responsible  for  the  removal  of  sewage  in  excess  of  this 
quantity o 


SURFACE  WATER  DRAINAGE 

Negotiations  on  the  Blackmoor  Valley  Surface  Water  Drainage 
Scheme  were  continued  with  the  Department  of  Environment  and  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture  Fisheries  and  Food  and  at  the  end  of  the  year 
approval  was  given  to  invite  tenders  for  the  first  phase*  This  is  a 
joint  scheme,  prepared  by  Easthampstead  Rural  District  Council,  as 
the  Blackmoor  Stream  is  a  common  boundary  between  the  two  Councils. 

Due  to  extensive  development  in  the  catchment  area,  flooding  of  riparian 
properties  occurs  after  any  period  of  prolonged  or  heavy  rainfall  and, 
with  the  proposed  development,  there  is  an  urgent  need  for  the  scheme’ 
to  be  implemented * 
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In  April  a  tender  in  the  sum  of  £16,755  was  accepted  for  the 
provision  of  a  surface  water  drainage  system  at  Llanvair  Estate/ 
Horsegate  Ride,  South  Ascot .  When  the  scheme  is  completed  it  will 
eliminate  the  flooding  that  invariably  happens  in  this  area  after 
heavy  rainfall 0 


REFUSE  COLLECTION  &  DISPOSAL 


An  Agreement  with  Easthampstead  Rural  District  Council  for 
refuse  disposal  arrangements  came  into  operation  on  the  1st  July. 
Refuse  is  taken  to  the  Easthampstead  Council’s  duplicate  line 
pulverisation  plant  at  Longshot  Lane,  Bracknell  for  disposal  on  site. 

The  Council  continued  to  operate  a  special  free  collection 
disposal  service  for  bulky  unwanted  household  items. 

By  arrangements  with  a  private  Contractor,  old  and  abandoned 
cars  are  on  notification,  or  being  found,  collected  and  taken  to  a 
breakers  yard  for  disposal  without  charge.  During  the  year  32 
vehicles  were  dealt  with  in  this  way  and  Licencing  Authorities 
notified. 


OFFICES,  SHOPS  &  RAILWAY  PREMISES  ACT,  1963 

NARRATIVE  REPORT 


Nine  written  notices  were  served;  in  three  cases  drawing 
the  occupiers  attention  to  the  (Hoists  and  Lifts)  Regulations  1968. 

In  two  offices  manually  operated  lifts  were  required  to  comply  with 
the  Regulations  or  be  immobilised  in  a  safe  position  prior  to 
dismantling  and  in  the  third  office  records  of  examination  to  be  made 
available  for  inspection  on  the  premises.
